SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The first scene promotes the use of violence to compel women to submit to sexual 
conduct, and also promotes acts of torture against women, as an acceptable form of 
conduct by men. Accordingly, the presence of this scene renders the availability of the 
publication likely to be injurious to the public good. Its presence renders the publication 
as a whole objectionable. 

In considering under Section 3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification 
Act 1993 whether, if this scene were to be excised, the Classification Office would give 
the video recording any classification other than objectionable, the remaining scenes of 
the feature have been considered under s3(3) and s3(4) of the Act. 

The three remaining scenes present sexualised torture of women, with varying degrees 
of intensity. One scene shows violent coercion. There is a theme of torture as 
revenge for sexual wrongdoing in two scenes. While the feature uses equipment and 
clothing associated with bondage, this appears to be for visual effect rather than as a 
serious treatment of sado-masochism. 

These scenes use images and themes of the torture of women as sexual 
entertainment. In consideration of the matters discussed under s3(3) and s3(4) of the 
Act, the remaining scenes of the video recording are also likely to be injurious to the 
public good if made available. 

The Classification Office has received a submission on behalf of the importer, stating 
that it is intended for private use only. However, given the nature of the publication as 
discussed above, the Classification Office is of the opinion that the availability of the 
publication in any circumstances is likely to be injurious to the public good. 
Consequently, the publication as a whole is objectionable. 
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
